After being: shaved Thaw re- 
turned to his room and talked with 
his lawyers. 
Harry Kendall Thaw, thrown out 
of the Dominion of Canada yesterday 
and arrested near here after a fifty 
mile flight in an auto, arose late this 
morning after spending the night in 
a hotel room here under guard.

mother."

Mayor Gaynor sailed 
away from 
New York a fast failing man, on the 
morning of September .|th. 
An hour 
before he sailed but one man, his sec 
retary, knew of his plans outside the 
members of his immediate 
family. 
The Mayor's announced purpose was 
a brief vacation on the ocean. 
lie 


felt that the tonic effect" of the salt 
air would restore him in some mea- 
sure to health. 


The Baltic was due at Queenstown 
today. The mayor died as 
she was 
nearing the other side. News of his 
death was sent by wireless to Ctix-

Interest of Birds Rather Than 


Hunters Is Given First 


Consideration. 


Spring Shooting Prohibited, j: 
Also Night Slaughter While | 


Feeding or Boosting. 


T| AST March a federal law 
I 
passed placing game and migra- 
9 _y -tory birds under the protection 


of .the department of agricul- 


ture ,and authorizing .that department 
to form and publish such regulations 
as would assure the desired protection. 
The department has issued its rules 
and an .explanation, so sportsmen need 
cot go Tvrong. 


Preparation of the regulations ivas 


Intrusted to a committee of members 
of the (biological surrey appointed by 
the acting secretary of agriculture 
March 21, 1913. 
This committee con- 


sists of T. S. Palmer, assistant chief, 
chairman; A. K. Fisher, in charge of 
economic investigations, and W. W. 
Cooke, migratory expert. 
This com- 


mittee went into the matter thorough- 
ly, examined data on file, had maps 
prepared, collected special information 
and then .made up their rules, which 
they duly reported to the secretary. 


The committee ivent on .the theory 


that regulatory laws heretofore enact- 
ed for the protection of game birds 
had provided loug open seasons and 
had been favorable to huntors rather 
than to the birds, in the rules pro- 
posed the committee sought to reduce 
the open season to reasonable limits 
and to give the birds the benefit of the 
doubt. 
These regulations differ from 


the ordinary restrictions under state 
laws, since they take into considera-" 
tion the entire range of the species and 
the condition of the birds at all times 
of the year, nnd not merely the local 
conditions when a certain species -is 
most abundant 
in some particular 


state or region. The regulations will 
become operative on and after Oct. 1, 
1913. 


Birds Protected. 


Regulation 1.—For the purpose of the 


regulations the following are consid- 
ered migratory game birds: 


(a) Anatidne or waterfowl, including 


brant, wild ducks, geese and swans. 


00 Gruldae or .cranes, including little 


brown, sandhill and whooping crauea> 


(c) Rallidae or rails, including coots, 


gallinules and sora and other rails. 


(d) Limicolae or .shore birds, Includ- 


ing avocets, curlew, dowitchers, gold- 
wits, knots, oyster catchers, phala- 
ropes, plover, sandpipers, snipe, stilts, 
surf birds, turnstpnes, willet, wood- 
cock nnd yellow legs. 


(e) Columbidae or pigeons including 


doves .and wild pigeons. 


For the purposes of these regulations 


the following shall be considered mi- 
gratory insectivorous birds: 


(f) Bobolinks, catbirds, chickadees, 


cuckoos, flycatchers, grosbeaks, hum- 
ming birds, kinglets, martins, meadow 
larks, night hawks or bull bats, nut- 
hatches, orioles, robins, shrikes, swal- 
lows, swifts, tanagers, titmice, thrush- 
es, vlrcos, warblers, waxwlngs, wbip- 
poorwllls, 'woodpeckers.and wrens and 
all other perching birds which feed 
entirely or chiefly on insects. 


Closed Seasons at Wight. 


Regulation 2.—A daily closed season 


on all migratory game and insectiv- 
orous birds shall extend from sunset 
to sunrise. 


Regulation 3.—A closed season on 


migratory insectivorous 
birds shall 


continue to Dec. 31. .1913, .and each 
year .thereafter shall begin Jan. 1 and 
continue to Dec. 31, both dates inclu- 
sive, provided that nothing in this 
regulation shall- be construed to pre- 
vent the issue of .permits for collecting 
such birds for scientific purposes In 
accordance frith the laws and regula- 
tions in force in the respective states 
and territories and the District of 
Columbia, and provided further that 
the closed season oil reedbirds or rice- 
birds in Delaware, Maryland, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Virginia and, South 
Carolina iShall begin Nov. 1 and end 
'Aug. 3-1 neit.folowing both dates in- 
clusive. 


Five Year Closed Season. 


Regulation 4.—-A closed season shall 


continue until Sept. 1, 1918, on the 
following migratory game birds: Band 
tailed pigeons, little brown, sand hill 
nnd whooping cranes, swans, curlew 
and all shore birds, except the black 
breasted and golden plover.

er and the lesser yellow legs. 


A closed season shall also continue 


until Sept. 1, 1918, on the wood duck 
In Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, Isrew York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, 


West Virginia and Wisconsin; on rail 
In California nnd Vermont and on 
woodcock in Illinois and Missouri. 


Regulation 5.—A closed season shall 


continue between Jan. 1 and Oct. 31, 
both dates inclusive, of each year on 
all migratory birds passing over or at j 
rest on- any of the waters of the main i 
stream of the following navigable rlv- ' 
crs: The Mississippi river between 
New .Orleans and Minneapolis; the 
Ohio river between .its mouth and 
Pittsburgh and the Missouri river be- 
tween its mouth aud Bismarck, N. D.; 
and on the killing or capture of any 
such birds on or over the shores of any 
of said rivers or at any point within 
the limits aforesaid from any boat, 
raft or other device, floating or other- 
Wise, In or on any such waters. 


Regulation 0,—The following zone* : 


for the protection of migratory game 
and insectivorous birds are hereby es- 
tablished: 


Zone No. .1.—The breeding zone, com- 


prising states lying wholly or ill part 
north of latitude 40 degrees ami the 
Ohio river and including Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Iowa, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Nebraska', Colorado, AVyom- 


states .which, uoyv. .ha^e. no. 
of this kind. 


Shis regulation simply makes uni- 


form 
the 
protection 
now accorded 


these birds in mote thnn forty statca. 
It protects the robin, the lark and oth- 
er birds in tbe few states in which 
they suffer from an open season.

attempts no change in existing regula- 
tions regarding the issue of permits 
for collecting birds for scientific pur- 
poses.

Gives Greater Protection. 


A closed season for several years ia 


provided in an effort to harmonize the 
absolute protection already given some 
birds in certain states, the demand for 
five year closed seasons for shore birds 
and -the necessity for greater protec- 
tion for other birds which have been 
hunted beyond the margin of safety. 
rj?he protection accorded woodcock and 
rail is already existing law; that on 
swans has been made/uniform .through- 
out all the states and that of .wood- 
cock extended from n few states in 
the northeast to most,of .the states .in 
zone No. l,.east of the Mississippi riv- 
er. The,only important additions are 
the additional protection given band- 
tailed pigeons in a few states and the 


Zone No. 2.-rTlie wintering zone, 


comprising states lying wholly or in 
part south of latitude 40 degrees and 
the Ohio river and including Delaware, 
Maryland, the District ot Columbia, 
West Virginia, Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida. 
Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana.

Aim of Statute. 


In carrying out the statutory re- 


quirement of "due regard to the zones 
of temperature, breeding habits, times 
and line of migratory flight," the fol- 
lowing are some of the more important 
principles on which the regulations 
were based, according to the commit- 


To limit the list of migratory game 


birds to species properly so called and 
to eliminate species too small to be 
considered legitimate game or too rare 
to be longer hunted for sport or profit. 
This list has been made to conform as 
closely as possible with the statutory 
definitions oC game. 


To prevent spring shooting. 
To protect migratory birds between 


sunset and sunrise. 


To provide protected flight lines 


1 along at least three of the great navi- 
gable rivers. 


To make the seasons approximately 


equal in length in different parts of 
the country. 


To limit the hunting seasons to a 


maximum of three or three and one- 
half months. 


To regulate these seasons according 


to-latitude and times oC migration and 
to adjust them so that there may be 
reasonable 
opportunity 
of securing 


thirty dn3's' shooting of any species at 
a given place. 


To provide separate seasons for wa- 


terfowl, rail, shore birds and wood- 
cock. The woodcock seasons are made 
to conform as nearly as possible with 
the seasons for upland game \incler 
state laws, so that there may be no 
opportunity in close seasons to hunt 
quail or grouse under the guise of 
shooting woodcock, 


,To curtail hunting at the end instead 


of the beginning of the open season, 
In the/interest of both the birds nnd 
the sportsmen. 


Effect of Regulations. 


The probable effect of these regula- 


tions may be briefly stated as follows: 


(1) Uniformity in protection of mi- 


gratory aud insectivorous birds In the 
several states. 


(2) Protection of birds in 
spring 


while en route to their nesting grounds 
and while matin;;-. 


(3) Uniformity in protection of mi- 


gratory birds at night. 


(4) Establishment of protected mi- 


gration routes along three great rivers 
In the central United States. 


(5) Complete protection for five years 


for the smaller shore birds and other 
species which have become greatly re- 
duced in numbers. 


(G) Reduction of the open season on 


migratory game birds, but in most 
cases not more than 25 to GO per cent. 


(7) No change in existing conditions 


before Oct. 1, 1913. 


Although the law names the more" 


Important game birds, a regulation de- 
flnlng groups is necessary to show defi- 
nitely the kinds of birds included un- 
der the terms "all other migratory 
game and insectivorous birds." 
In 


framing ttiese definitions the statutory 
definitions of the various state laws 
have been followed as closely as possi- 
ble, in so far as they relate to migra- 
tory species; the birds have been ar- 
ranged in natural groups and the com- 
tnon names adopted by the American 
ornithologists' union have been follow- 
ed when the birds have more than one 
common name, since it is obviously 
Impracticable to include all the local 
names. 


Night Shooting. 


The 
regulation 
prohibiting 
night 


shooting Is intended to brill;,' about 
uniformity in provisions .now in force 
In most states; protecting water fowl 
and other birds at night or within cer- 
tain hours between sunset and sunrise 
go that the birds may be unmolested 
on their roosting grounds nod may 
have time .to feed after sunset or be- 
fore sunrise. It will make no change 
in existing law in about one-fourth of 
the states. It will make existing reg- 
ulations clearer in nine sta-tes. It will 
add an hour's protection, more or less, 
In the morning and evening in about 
one-fourth of the states, and It will 
regulate night shooting in fourteen

, vide special seasons for each kind of 


I game in each locality xncrely makes a 
chain of open seasons for migratory 
birds and allows the continued destruc- 
tion of such birds from the beginning 
of the first season to the close of the 
last. It is believed that better results 
will follow the adoption of the fewest 


number of zones and so regn-

Seasons In Zone. 


Apparently few changes have been 


made in existing hunting seasons la 
'zone No. 1 except in the elimination of 
spring shooting, and about half of the 
states in this zone now close the sea- 
son on water fowl by .the middle of 
December or the first of January. In 
most states .in this zone the limiting 
season begins on some date In Septem- 
ber, and these dates have generally 
been followed in the regulations. In 
two or. three cases in which states 
have several different seasons for dif- 
ferent counties it has been necessary 
to effect a compromise either by adopt- 
ing one season.or the dates which most 
nearly conform with the seasons in 
adjoining states. A slight change in a 
few of the state laws would make it 
possible to eliminate most of the ex- 
ceptions and apparent inequalities in 
the seasons. 


In most cases the close seasons in 


zone No. 2 end on the same dates as 
the seasons under the state laws, but' 
eliminate spring shooting after Jan. 
15. This avoids confusion in the open- 
ing of the hunting season nnd pro- 
vides shooting in the autumn or .early 
winter, when the birds are in the best 
condition. In four states—Maryland. 
Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina—the seasons for water fowl 
do not open -until Nov. 1, and the sea- 
son is consequently extended to Feb. 3. 
The difference lof fifteen days in the 
length of the season in these states as 
compared with the seasons elsewhere 
is more tbaii offset by the fact that the 
birds are present practically through- 
out the open season, whereas in the 
northern zone and in some states in 
the southern zone they are present 
only port of the time. 


Provides For Hearings. 


The object of hearings is -to afford 


persons interested an opportunity to 
present evidence showing the neces- 
sity for readjustment of some of the 
seasons so as to adapt them better to 
local conditions and to submit Tiew 
data regarding local abundance of 
birds and .times of migration. The de- 
partment already has ample informa- 
tion regarding the seasons provided 
under existing laws and the changes 
which have -been made from time to 
time. Tbe .desire to have the hunting 
seasons as long as possible is natural, 
but as such seasons have heretofore 
been too long the question Is merely 
one of adjustment within certain max- 
imum limits. 


Consequently, if the biro's are to be

In such 
an effort general welfare should take 
precedence over private-interests.

Rice, cracked

Nourishment in Soups. 


While we. eat soups more or less 


during the summer on cool davs. the 
real nourishing soups do not always 
receive as much attention in the home 
as they should. 


Milk, water or stock is the founda- 
tion for these soups or a combination 
of any of them. The'se soups should 
bo palatable, nutritious and economi- 
cal and no one should complain of be- 
ing hungry after eating them, which 
is sometimes the 
case 
with soups 


which are 
too much skimmed and 
strained for appearances. 
The stock 


which is used as a foundation is more 
flavor than nourishment, and contains 
much less food value than milk. So I 
would advise 
using more milk for 
these satisfying ana healthful soups 
or when stock is used the main food 
value may be in the vegetables which 
are put into it. 


The names of some of these soups 


are "Lentil Son])," which, by the way. 
is one of the very best; "Split Pea 
Soup." a dried, white or black "Bean 
Soup"; "Vegetable Puree," which can 
not. bo excelled for food value, flavor 
or looks either for that matter. Then 
a long list, of cream soups which are 
most always made of all milk or part 
thin cream, sometimes served with a 
little whipped cream on top or stirred 
lightly through it at the last minute. 
One recipe is almost all that is neces- 
sary for these 
and 
they are made 


from a thin white sauce foundation 
such as a quart of milk, two table- 
spoons of flour, two tablespoons but- 
ter, one teaspoon salt and codk slow- 
ly in a double 
boiler. 
More butter 


may he added when cooked. To this 


may be added three cups of any vege- 
table puree, sueh as celery, aspara- 
gus, etc. 
The cream soup then takes 
the name 
of 
the vegetable used— 


Cream of Almond Soup,'Cream of As- 
naiagus. Cream of Beans, Cream of 
Celery. Cream of Chestnuts, Cream ot 
Chicken, Cream of Corn, 
Cream ot 
Cheese, and many others. 


Kemomber a double boiler is abso- 
lutely essential in making all 
made with milk.

LAW ATTACKS EVIL 


IN ROAD BUILDING 


Unbroken Sods,Must Not be Left On 


Highway Over Night,' But be 


Rolled Even With Surface. 


All who have occasion to use the 
public highways, whether 
traveling 
by horse and carriage or automobile, 
will be pleased to know that the iast 
legislature passed a law providing a 
penalty for the barbarous practise of 
leaving uncut sods and stone piled up 
in the center of the highway as if it 
was the business.of road menders to 
obstruct rather than facilitate travel. 
Chapter 703, laws of 1918, reads: 
Section 1. Ther is added to section 
1326 of the statutes, a new subsection 
to read: 
(Section 1320) 3. 
It shall 
be unlawful for any highway superin- 
tendent of any other person having 
the supervision of the building, 
re- 
building or repairing of any highway 
to place any materials in the traveled 
track thereof, in piles or rows with- 
out leveling the same off before sun- 
set of the same day or placing upon 
such piles or at both 
ends of such 
rows a red gas lamp or lantern lighted 
within one hour after sunset and con- 
taining sufficient oil or fuel to keep 
the same burning from dark to day- 
light; and in grading or repairing any 
highway it shall be unlawful for such 
highway superintendent or other per- 
.sons to place sod or stones in the cen- 
ter or tracks therein without rolling 
or otherwise bringing the same down 
to a smooth and even surface with the 
remainder of the traveled track. Any 
person violating_ any of the provisions 
of this subsection shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than ten 
nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 
This new law has been published 
and is now in, effect.
